TRAVELS of assez nowin in America, during the 
late war.

FiE infide of the town does not at all leffen the idea 

: that is formed by an exterior profpect : a fuperb 
wharf has been carried out above two thoufand feet into the 
bay, and is broad enough for flores and work-fhops through 
the whole of its extent 3 it Communicates at righi angles 
with the principal flreet of the town, which is both large 
and fpacious, and bendsin a curve paralielgo the harbour ; 
this ilreet is ornamented with elegant buildings, for the 
moft part two or three flories high, and many other itreets 
terminate in this, communicating with it ea cach fide. ‘The 
form and conflruciion of the houfes would furprife a Euro- 
pean eye; they are built of brick, and wood, not in the 
clumfy and melancholy rafte of our ancient Eurevean 
towns, but regularly and well provided wich windows 
and doors. “The wooden work, or irame is licht, covered 
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eutiide with chin beard:, well plained, end lapped 





over each other as we do tiles on our roofsin France; thefe 
buildngs are: generally painted with a pale white ¢glour, 
which renders the proipett much more pleafing than it 
would otherwife be ; the roofs are fet off with pada 
doubuefs for the more readly extinguifhing of fire ; the 
whole 1s fupported by a wall of abouta foot high 3 it is ealy 
to {ee how great an advantage thefe houfes have over ours, 


in point of neatnefs and falubrity. 
All the parts of thefe buildings are fo, well joined, ‘and 


‘their weight is fo sig Sade ed, and proportionate to: 


their bulk, that they may be removed from place to place 
with little difiiculty.—I have feen one of two flories high 
removed above a quarter of a mile, if not more, from us 
original fituation, and the whole French army have feen 
the fame thing done at Newport. What they tellus of the 
travelling habitations of the Scythians is far lefs wonderful. 
Their houfehold furniture is fimple, but made of choice 
wood, after the Englifh fafhion, which renders their ap- 
pearance lefs gay: their floors are covered with handfome 
carpets, or painted cloths, but others fprinkle them with 
fine fand. . 

This city is fuppofed to contain about fix thoufand 
houfes, and thirty thoufand inhabitants ; there are nine- 
teen churches for the feveral feéts here, all of themcon- 
venient, and feveral finifhed with tafle and elegance, ef- 
pecially thofe of the Prefbyterians and the Church of 
England ; their form is generally a long fquaré, orna- 


} mented witha pulpit and furnifhed with pews of a fimilar 


fabrication throughout. The poor as well as the rich hear 
the word of God in thefe places in a convenient and de- 
cent pofture of body. 

Sunday is obferved with the utmoft firi€tnefs ; all bufi- 
nefs, how important foever, is then totally at a ftand, and 
the moft innocent recreations and plealures prohibited. 
Bofton, thet populous town, where at other times there 
is {uch a hurry of bufinefs, 1s on this day a mere defert ; 
you may walk theftreets without meeting afingle perfon, 
and ifby chance you meetone, you fearcely to flop: 
andtalk with him, A Frenchman’ that lodged with ms 
took it inio his head te play on the flute on Sundays for 
his amufement ; the people, upon hearing, it were greatly 
enraged, collected in crowds round the houfe, and would 
have carried matters to exiremuty ina fhort time with the 
mufician, had metthe landlord. given him warning of his 


aitecung light to fee the father ofa family furrounded by 
his houihoid, hearing him explain the fublime truths of 
this facred voluine. 

Nobody fails here of going to the place of worfliip ap- 
propriated to his fect, In thefe placesthere reigns a pro. 
found filence ; an order and refpett is alfo obfervable which 
has not been feen for a long time in our Catholic church. 


es. Their pfalmody is grave and majeftic, and the har | 


mony of the poetry, in their national tongue, adds a grace 
to the mufic, and contributes greatly towards keeping up 
the attention of the worfhippers. | 

Ali thefe churches are deftitute of ornaments. ‘Noe ad- 
dreffes are made to the heart aud the imagination ; there 
is no vilible object to fuggeft to the mind for -what purpofe 
a man comes into thefe places, what he.2s, and “what he 
will fhortly be. Neither painting nor {culpture reprefent 
thofe great events which ought to recall him to his duty 
and awaken his gratitude, nor are. thofe heroes in piety 
brought into view, whom it is his duty to.admire and en- 


.deavour toimitate. ‘The pomp of ceremony is here wan- 


tung to fhadow out the greatnefs. of the Being he .goes to» 
worlhip ; there are no procellions to teflify the’ ewe 
owe tohim, that great Spirit of the Univerfe, by whofe 
will Nature itfelf exifls, through whom the fields’are cov- 
ered with harvefis, and the trees are loaded with fruits, 
The Quakers, fill greater enemies to outward ceremo. 
nies in worfhip, have banithed from amongft them the ve- 
ry appearance of a priefthcod. In vain will you leok into 
their meeting houtes fora minifter. particularly commif- 
fioned to {peak in the name of the divinity. The eye 
ean difcover nothing but a filent, meditating, melancholy 
aflembly, colleéted together without any apparent motive 
or defign ; till at length the holy {pirit, feizing upon the 
faculics of fome one im the congregation, heats, agitates, 
and makes a prieft ofhim in aninflant,. This infufion of 
the fpirit, 1s beftowed without exception of age, fex or 
condition. He who has been engaged all his life in the 
meanef} and molt infignificant oecupations, and the circle 
of whofe ideas. nature has circumferibed within themeft nar. 
row bounds, becomes all at once an oracle, and af inter. 
pecter of the fublime truths of chriftianity. The princi- 
pal visiue of the Quakers ought to he patience : for their 
vf pered orators ofien put it to fevere proof, and the wo- 
men, always attentive io tie faggeftions and dictates of this 
divine {puit, make, icis faid, very free ufe of the pre- 
cious giti of {peech. ’ 
Such an extraordinary manner of worfh » could..not 
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long retain is: credis.in the world, unleG its followers man. 
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danger, and force® him to defift, Upon this day ofme- . - 
lancholy you cannot gomto ahoufe but you find the whéle.-. 
family employcd in reading the Bible ; and indeed it is an” 











ifefted fimplicity in their cutward appearances, were more 
humane toward their fellow creatures, more upright in 
their dealings, and more difinterefled in civil fociety, 
than other men. But that enthufiafm, which frit gave 
birth to the fe€, is now in a great meafure extinguifhed ; 
{o that we muft take them 2s they are in the prefent age, 
to form a proper opinion of them. 

Such ema i the above, in which the Quakers are faid 
to excel, have been more prevalent among them, and of 
longer duration in America, than elfewhere, becaufe the 
climate and the life they lead is favorable thereto. 

Piety, is not the only motive that brings the American 
ladies in crowds to the various places of worfhip. Depii- 
ved of all fhows and public diverfions whatever, the church 
is the grand theatre where they attend, to difplay their ex- 
travagance and finery. ‘4 here they come dreffed off in 
the fineft filks, and over fpead with a oo of ihe 
moft fuperb plumes. The hair of the head is raifed and 
{upported upon cufhions to an extravagant height, fome- 
what refembling the manner in which the French ladies 
wore their hair fome years ago. Inftead of powdering, 
they often wafh the head, which anfwers the purpofe well 
enough, as their hair is commonly of an agreeable light 
colour; but the more fafhionable among them begin now 
to adopt the prefent European method, of fetting of the 
head to the beft advantage. ‘They are ofa large fize, well 
proportioned, their featurcs generally regular, and their 
complexion fair, without ruddinefs: ‘They have lefs 
cheerfulnefs and eafe of behaviour, than the ladies of 
France, but more greatnefs and dignity ; I have even im- 
agined that I have feen fome thing in them, that anfwers to 
the ideas of beauty we gain from thofe mafter-pieces of the 
artifts of antiquity, which are yet extant in our days. The 
flatureof the men is tall, and their carriage ere€t, but their 
make is rather flim, ard their colour inclining tc pale. 
‘They are not fo curious in their drefs as the women, but 
every thing upon them is neat and proper. At twenty- 
five years of age, the women begin to lofe the bloom and 
frefhnefs of youth ; and atthirty-fve or forty, their beau- 
ty is done. 

The decay of the men is equally premature, and I am 
inclined to think that life itfelf is here proportionably fhort. 
I vifited all the burying grounds in Bolton, where it 1s 
ufual to infcribe upon the fone, over each grave, the names 
and acts of the decerfed, and found that few, who had ar- 
rived toa ftate of manhood, ever advanced beyond their 
ffticth year; fewer.ttilito feventy, and beyond that fcarce- 
ly any.* 

Bofton is fituated on a peninfula, upon a defcent to- 
wards the fea fide ; this peninfula is connetted with the 
continent only ky aneck ofland, which at full ude is not 
more than the breadth ofa high way, fo that it would be 
no difficult matter. to render this a place of great flrength, 
Hard by, is aneminence which commands the whole town, 
upon which the Boftonians have built a kind of light-houfe, 
or beacon, of agreat height, witha barrel of tar fixed at 
the top, ready to fet fire toin cafeofan attick. At fuch 
a fignal, more than forty thoufand men would take arms, 
and be at the gates of the town in lefs than twenty-four 
hours. 

From hence mav be feen the ruins of Charleftown, 
which was burnt by the Englith, on the 17th of June, 
1772, at the battle of Bunker’s Hill—amelancholy prof- 
pect, calculated to keep up in the breafls of the Boitoni- 
ans, the fpiritand fentiments of liberty. This town was 
feparated from the peninfula only by Charles river, and 
was built in the ang!e formed by the junttion of this ri- 
ver with the Myftic. The buildings init were good, the 
whole capable of being fortified to advantage, and feems to 
have been about half as big as Bofton.

REFLEXIONS ON MY FIRST ENTERING THE. GREAT 
CITY OF THE WHITE MEN. ‘ 

HERE, then, am I arrived with my brethren of the 
woods, afier a long travelling of mere than fixty days* ! 
Over how many nivers have we patfled, through how many 
pathlefs woods have we flrayed fince we departed from 
our wigwams: dire¢ted in the night by the far of the 
north which remaineth for ever ummoveable, and in the 
day time by the fplendid luminary of the univerie, whucn 
enlighteneth all thincs. 

but what is all this I behold! how changed is the coun- 
try of my fathers ! Inftead of the green forefls that once 
fhaded the plains, here are wigwams innumerable, of im- 
menfe height and fize, and in comparifon of which, our 
council houfe itfelf, and the grand wigwams of the chiefs 
of our nation, are but the wretched habitations of the ant, 
the mole, the reptiles of the earth, the moft contempuibie in- 
fe¢ts and animals of the ground. 

Thefe, huge flru€tures may be very pretty; but the 
firft view of them difgufls me. Fond of the vales and de- 
clivities of life, fond of die fire on my own hearth, why 
have my countrymen fent me to folicit trifles they might 
well do without, or neceflaries for which they have fubiti- 
tutes in abundance ;=to make treaties that will end in 
our deftruction, by bringing us into amore inimate con- 
nexicn with the white raen, who have ever proved proud, 
cruel, bafe, treacherous ; enemics to what they call the 
uncivilized life; promoters of wars and blooathed, and 
the indultrious diflributers of thofe pernicious liquors, the 
effect of which has already devor:cd todeath more of the 
original nations of this huge continent, than have perifhed 
by the fword of a thoufand invaders. 

What is this I walk upon ? not even the furface of the 
earth, as created by the great fpirit,t is permitted to the 
fole ofmy foot.—I diflike thefe pebbled ways, thefe little 
lazy channels of putrifying water, this cracking of whips : 
the anxious difcontented countenances of ail I meet ; 
proving alas! too clearly, that all.are the flaves of care— 
that clouds their beft days, becaufe they have turned 
afide from the walks of nature.

flickering on their curled lips, prefenting the taded remains 
of their courtly graces, to meet the {cornful, ferooious, 
fardonic grin of a bloody ruffian, who,;whilft he is receiving 
their homage, is meafureing them with his eye, and fitting 
to their fize the flider of his Guillotine! Thefe amballa- 
dors may eafily return as good courtiers as they went ;_ but 
can they ever return from that degrading refidence, loyal 
and faithful fubjeéts ; or with any true affection to their maf- 
ter, or true attachment to the conftitution, religion, or 
laws of their country ? There is great-danger that they 
who enter fmiling into this Trophomian Cave, will come 
out of it fad ferious confpirators; and fuch will continue 
aslong.as they live. They willbecome true conduétors of 
contagion to every country, which has had the misfortune 
to fend them to the fource of that eleétricity. At beft they 
will become totally indifferent to good and evil, to one in+ 
flitution or another. This {pecies of indifference is buc too 
generally diftinguifhable in thofe who have been much 
employed in foreign courts ;. but in the prefent cafe the 
evil muft be aggravated without meafure; for they go from 
their country, not with the pride of the old charatter, but 
in a flaté of the loweft degradation ; and what muft happen 
in their place of refidence can have no effect in raifing them 
to the level of true dignity, or Of chalte felf-eftimation, 
either as men, or as reprefentatives of crowned heads,” 
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PORTRAIT of the’ Britifh people,.and the divifion tn 
their opinions—their conduct, and the motives for tt. 





* IT cannot be concealed, We are a divided people. 
But in divifions where a part is to be taken, we are to 
make a mufter of our ftrength. I have often endeavour- 
ed to compute and to clafs thofe who, in any political 
view, are to be called thé people. Without doing fome- 
thing of this fort we muft proceed abfurdly. We fhould 
not be much wifer, if we pretended to very great accura- 
cy in our eflimate: but I think in the calculation I have 
made, the error cannot be very material. In England & 
Scotland { compute that thofe of adult age, not declining 
in life, of tolerable leifure for fuch difcufhons, and of fome 
means of information, more or lefs, and who are above 
menial dependence, (or what virtually is fuch) may a- 
mount to al-out four hundred thoufand. There is fuch a 
thing as a natural reprefentative ; and on this body more . 
than on the legal conftituent, the artificial reprefencative 
depends, This is the Briufh public 5 and it is a public ve- 
ry numerous. The reft, when feeble, are the objetts of 
pretettion ; when flrong, the means of force. They who 
affect to confider that pert of us in any other light, infult, 
while they cajole us; they do not want us for counfellors 
in deliberation, but to lift us as foldiers for battle. 

* Of thefe four hundred thoufand political citizens, I 
look upon one fifth, or about eighty thoufands to be pure 
jacobins ; utterly incapable of amendment; objetis of 
eternal vigilance ; and when they break out, of legal con- 
itraint. On thefe, no argument, no exainple, no venera- 
ble authority, can have the flighteft influence. They de- 
fire-a change ; & they will haveit ifthey can. Ifthey can- 
rot have it by Englifh cabal, they will make no fort of 
{cruple of having it by the cabal of France, into which 
already they are virtually incorporated. It is on- 
ly their conident expectation of the advantages of French

« The majority of the other four fifths, is_ perfectly 
found; and of the befi potlible difpofition to religion, to 
government, to the true and undivided intereft of thir 
country. Such men are naturally difpofed to peace.— 
They who are in poffetliou of ail they wilh, are languid 
and unprovident. Wish this fault, ( and 1 admit us 
exifence in a!l its extent) they would not endure to hear 
of a peace tat led to the ruin of every thing for which 
merce is dear to them. However the defire of peace is 
effeniially the wea's fide of thai kind of men. All men 
that are ruined are ruined on the fide of their natural 
propenfity. They are unguarded, Above all, good men 
do not fufpe that their deftruttion is attempted through 
their virtues. This their enemies are perfectly aware of: 
and accordingly, they, the molt turbulent of mankind, 
who never make a {crup!e to fhake the tranquility of their 
country to its centre, raife a continual cry for peace with 
France. Peace with regicides, and war with the reft of 
the world. is their motto. From the beginning, and even 
whilft the French gave the blows, and we hardly oppofed 
the ris inertiae to their efforts, from that day to this hour, 
like importunate Guinea fowis crying one note, day and 
night, they have called for peace.”

LEGISLATURE OF NEW-YORK. 





HOUSE OF ASSEMDLY, 
Fesruary 16. 

Mr. Morton, fram the committee to whom was referred 
the petition of Francis Turner and others, confined in the goal 
of thecity and county of New-York, for debt, and alfo a pe- 
tition of Thomas Lottridge and others, confined inthe goal of 
the city and county of Albany, for debt, reported, 

That the faid petitioners have prayed, that the Legiflature 
would pafs a general act, by which infolvent debtors, upon 
furrendering up all their real and perfonal eftate, may be dif 
charged from impr.fonment. 

Upon this the committee would obferve that by the conftitu- 
tian of the United States, the right of eftablifhing an uniform 
law onthe fubjeét of bankruptcy throughout the id flates, is 
vefted in the Congrefs thereof ; butthough it is now eiglit years 
fince the faid conftitution wes eftablifhed, ftill Congrefs have 
not as yet paffed any law relative thereto. This delay has pro- 
bably arifen from the ditheulty of framing alaw which thall 
operate equally, and yet be acceptable to the feveral ftates of 
the Union, thofe municipal regulations are fo variant, and 2- 
moeg whom there exiits on this fubje& fuch a variety of opin- 
iom. Thefe di ficulties will continue, and may fora confid- 
erable length of time prevent aay laws being paited on this fub- 
je&—that our laws relative to infolvents do not effefwually an- 
fwa theend propofed, is ackaowlsdged by all; and that fome 
fyitem may be edopted, which while it more effeflually fe- 
cures the creditor, ogeinft the praétices of fraudulent debtors, 
mey alfo relieve the innocent and unfortunste debtor, is as the 
committee believe, a pretty general wifh of the community— 
Until Congrefs fhall have patied a law on this fubje@, the in. 
dividual ftates, the committee conceive are conttitutionally au. 
thonfed to make fuch regulations as they fhalt judg: proper— 
Whether the legifloture under prefent circumftances, think it 
advifeable to revife our prefent fyftem relativeto infolvency. is 
for them to determine, and in order thatthe fenfe of the houfe 
maybe taken uponit, the commiitee propofe the following 
sefolution, viz. 

Refolved, that it is expedient that the laws of this fste rela- 
tiveto infolveats fhould be revifed and amended, thst acom- 
mittee be appointed totake the fame into confideration, and 
that they be direéted to bring ina bill relative thereto. Com- 
mitted toa committee of the whole.” 

A petition has been prefeated to a committee of the legifla. 
ture of the ilate of New-York, during their feffion, by Wil. 
ham Fone, nephew of Gen. MONTGOMERY, who perithed 
fo glorioufly inan attack on Quebec in 1776, relative toa do- 
native grant of londs in this itate, on the part-of Gen. Monte 
gomery'sheirs  Thecommittee. upon enquiry, found “ that 
the pet:tioner, altho’ acknowledged @ nephew of the late Gen.

If the French fhould determine to fap the Britifh power in 
Afia, it willbe aftera peace fhall have been concluded—and 
it certainly will thea be in her power to make the attempt with 
a very flattering profpe@ of fuccefs; but if fhe attempts any 
thing uponthe Afiatic trade during this war, it will be by fea ;

Seaf was unanimoufly 
voted by the company. Well founded hopes may therefore be 
indulged, that the crop af the prefent year will be tranfported 
from one river to the other through the intermediate country, 
and that sag laden boats gliding through the foreft, will foon 
octupy the identical {pots on which the growing pine trees 
lately vaifed their lofty heads. 

A boat, confiruéted by Mr. Chefnut of Camden, egreeably 
to a plan directed by col. Senf, for paffing through the canal 
from one fiver to the other without unloading, is now at the 
north end of the canal This is fifty one feet lang, and nine fest 
wide, and will carry 900 bufhels of corn, or two hundred bar- 
rels of flour, or thirty five xa rae of tobacco. Boats of this 
fize can be built and navigated at half the expeace and wiil per- 
ferm two trips to one of thofe that go round by the peulel 
the Santee. 

The canal boats, drawing only two and a half, or at mot 
threefee: water, cango up& downthe Santee in the drieft times 
and without being much affe€led by the wind : whereas the 
boats now in ufe, can only be ufed when there isa fwellin the 
river, and are often detained for feveral-days, by bead winds, 
from pailing Bull’s Bay. At prefent, and for fome time pait, 
they have not been able to bring down a fufficient fupply of 
corn for the Charlefton mar ket, from the want of waterto float 
them When the canal is completed, thefe inconven!:nces wilt 
be done away, and the valuable produétions of the back coun- 
try will be poured into Charlefton with fuch regularity and 
uniformity, that the arrival at, or the return of a boat from 
Camden or Granby, may be calculated nearly toa day, with 
precijion and certainty.

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LaiTE EMPEROR OF CHINA.

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A. CCOUNTS from the Eaft Indies mention the death 
EX of theEmperor of China, afier a long reign of more 
than fixty years. This Emperor was remarkable for a phi- 
lafophic fimplicity of appearance and demeanour, foas in 
that circumflance not to be diftinguifhed from a common 
mandarine, or any of the higher clafles of his fubjetts, 
Ihis was only a part of that wife policy which diftinguith- 
ed his reign, t-having been always his favourjte princi- 
pie tocheck as much as poffibte all ufelefs luxury, and 
to encourage aeconomy among his From the 
{ame paternal rego: forthe fituation and circumfances of 
his fubjecis, he fupprefled by public edict all public re- 
juicings.on account of his birth day, abel in the 
isis flounfhimg part of his dominions, Em an apprehen- 
fion that the loyal and affectionate {pirit of che poorer. claf- 
{cs of the people would: diftfef¥ themfelyes, in ¢ promoting 
the fellive celebration of theday. This Emperor died in 
the nineueth year ofhisage. A firiking trait of his char- 
aticr maybe gathered from the following anecdote, ——- 
“A. merchant of the city of Nanquin had, with equal 
induflry and: integrity, acquired a confiderable fortune, 
which awakened the rapacious fpirit of the vice-roy of 
that Pawnee, : on the pretence therefore of its being too 
rapidly accumulated, he gave fome intimations. of his de- 
lign to make a feizure of it. The merchant, who had a 
numerous family, hoped to baffle the oppreflive avarice 
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that menaced hym, by dividing his poffellons among his 
children, and depen upon them for fupport.—-But 
the fpirit of injuflice, when flrengthcued by power, isnot 
eafily thwarted in its defigns: the viceroy, therefore, fent 
the children to the army, feized on their property, and 
left the father to beg. hisbread, His tears and hamble 

tutions were fruitle{s.; the tyrannical officer, this vile vice. 
gesent of a beneficent fovereign, difdained to beflow the 
imalleft relief-on the man he had reduced. to. ruin , fo that 


exafperated by the oppreflion of the minifter, ‘the merchant | 


atiength determined to throw himfelf at the feet of the 
fovereign. to obtain redrefs or die in his prefence.—— 
With this defign he begged his way te Pekin, and having 
{urmounted the difficulties of a long and painful journey, 
he at length arriwed at the imperial refidence ; and having 
ime a petition that contained a faithfal fatement of 
us injuries, he waited with patience in an outer court 
till the Emperor fhould pafs to atiend the’ council, But 
the poverty of his appearance had almoft fruftrated his 
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hopes ; and the attendant mandarines were about to chaf- 


tife his intrufion, when the attention of the Emperor was 


attratted by the buftle which the poor man’s refiilance oc- 
cafioned.: at this moment he held forth a paper which 
his imperial majefty ardered to be brought to 2 ; and 


haying perufed the contents, commanded the petitioner to 
follow him. ‘ 

It fo happened that the viceroy of Nanquin was attend- 
ing his annual duty in the council. The Emperor there- 
fore charged him with the crime fated in the poor man’s 
petition, and commanded him to make his defeace ; but, 
con{cious of his guilt, and amazed at the unexpetted dif- 
covery, his agitations, his looks, and his filence con- 
demned him. 

The Emperor then addreffed the affembled council an 
the fubje& of the viceroy’s crime, and concluded his har- 
angue with ordering the head of his tyrannical oficer to 
be inflantly brought him on the point of afabre. The 
command was obeyed—and while the poor old map was 
wondering on his knees at the extraordinary event of the 
moment, the Emperor; finding him to be a perfon of 
fenfe and virtue, addrefled him in the following manner : 
* Look,” faid he, “on the awful and bleeding example 
before you, and as I now appoint him your fcealion 
and name you viceroy of the province of Nanquin, let 
his fate inftrutt you to fulfill the duties of your high and 
important office with juflice and moderation |
